When the artist novelist wrote "Peter 


Ibbetson," it \vos so successful that crit- 
ics hardly thought he could equal it 
When "Trilby" came upon the scene, its 
opening chapters did not give promise 
that it would come up to the mark of 


;Peter Ibbetson." But as it progressed 


popular interest in it increased aud 
rose to excitement No such run as 
"Trilby" obtained has greeted any book 
in many years. 


In like manner tbe opening chapters 


of "The Martian'' are scarcely so absorb- 
ing as was expected. Still—who knows? 


•'The Martian" may become another 


"Trilby "for living interest At-anyrate, 
here are the same warm, human, loving 
characters thut set Da Manrier apart 
from other novelists in this time of 
ghartly horrors and nasty realism in fic- 
tion. For that alone we thank George 
Da Manrier, that he gives us characters 
we can admire and imitate. 


As to the motif of the story, one can 


guess at it 
In "Peter Ibbetson" the 


author dealt with the splendid and ro- 
mantic possibilities of dream life. la 
"Trilby" it was hypnotism. In "The 
Martian" he apparently will take a tilt 
si astrology. The dazzling youth whom 
he • introduces to us as Barty Josseiin 
will probably turn out to be one whose 
natal star was Mars, and who has some- 
how come into peculiar sympathetic re- 
lations with his planet 


As to the illustrations, here are all 


our old friends. 
Here ia the tall, beau- 


tiful woman who looks like the Ameri- 
can Goddess of Liberty, the big fellow 
with the Svengali nose and mouth, the 
beautiful young fellow -with tlie Ellen 
Terry profile. But "The Martian" has 
one very serious defect. It is the same 
that marred the author's previous work, 
only here it is more glaring and eiag- 
gerated than ever. It is that so much 
of it is French. George DuJilaurier has 
no more devoted admirers 
anywhere 


than in America, where millions of peo- 
ple read his books. But do he and the 
Messrs. Harper suppose that all of us 
plain, intelligent people have had time 
in our busy lives to learn French? These 
French paragraphs are a stumbling 
block and foolishness to us. In future 
let them be translated into English. 


Censuring Other People. 


In an editorial on the spirit of peace 


and good will which ought to pervade 
the universe at Christmas time the ed- 
itor of Scribner's Magazine speaks of 
that unhappy tendency of people to crit- 
icise other people. He says: 


It is right for ns to have a standard, and it 


Is natural (or ns to use oar discernment ia 
measuring people by it, bet it is neither kind 
nor wise to reject or condemn everybody wh.c 
does not happen to come np to it. 


If wears going to censure our fellows, let HE 


at least blame them only for what iu them is 
jostly censurable People are born into tljis 
world with vastly different outfits of intelli- 
gence, comeliness and htialth, and they ore 
born into vastly different environments. We 
should not blame them for the absence of 
qualities or instincts which .they had no means 
of Inheriting, nor for the lack of knowledge 
or manners or dispoMtions which their envi- 
ronments srav« them no opportunity to acquire. 
I! we are to blame them at all. we ought to 
limit oar censure to snch faults aa they misbt 
reasonably have avoided. Soroe folk try very 
hart! to ho cood and to ruake the very raosS 
and bust of what thoy have, but have such dis- 
torted materials to work with th.it they nr-vei 
win more than a very moderate snccesH. Oth- 
er people Ann", seem to try half so hard; but, 
beinR born Konnder, sweeter and more sane, 
with bettor wit.i and better instinct, work out 
what is in them under advuntngrous conditions 
and find the best things in life fairly tumbling 
into their laps. Tht-y lire not really so deserv- 


madti moro effort but we applaud them 
great deal more and like thorn a great d: 
better.

In America thoru 
were not enough copyright novels 
to stsppori tho three volume system 
prior to /.-'; intcrnutiunul act of 
1S91, and now that tho system is be- 
ing discarded here it is hardly liko- 
ly to make fresh headway in the 
United States. For a circulating li- 
brary to be successful its subscribers 
must live within a certain radius; 
cther-wiso tho cost of carriage makes 
the process of exchanging books too 
expensive. 


In America the distances are so 


vast that Hudie's library could nev- 
er have served the whole country. 
Tbey must have established branch- 
as in all the great centers of popula- 
tion, and thii expense and time'oo- 
cupied in keeping their depots sup- 
plied and organized would have 
made tho business unprofitable. 
Some idea of the difficulty even now 
of supplying books in large quanti- 
ties to the fnrofl western states 
may be found from the fact that it 
i3 not uncommon for 2sew York 
publishers to send consignments to 
the Pacific coast around Cape Horn, 
and that it is usual to allow a mouth 
or six we^ks for transit by freight 
trains to the same destination. 


During the last few years, howev- 


er, the gnp caused by the absence of 
circulating libraries lias begun to bo 
filled by the public libraries which 
have sprung into existence in nearly 
every large city. At the present 
time there are over 5f>0 of these 
public libraries, which are regarded 
as standing stifficienily high to be 
entitled to gratuitous copies of ali 
the United States government pub- 
lications, and tho number is con- 
stantly increasing. Most of these li- 
braries have a reference department 
and a lending department. But the 
lending departments are much more 
enterprises: and up to date than 
those of similar'English institutions.

If j-ou go into a postoiiic© almost 


anywhere in Mexico and ask in 
English for a letter, the obliging 
postmaster, or one ui his dej^tifs, 
will to>> oiii the whole stock ad- 
dressed to foreign ii.u:n\s, whether 
i: be a jwck or a busbc-1, and allov,- 
you to select for yourself, quite in- 
diil'eront as to whether you confine 
yourself to your own or otlier peo- 
ple's goods. 


Although my countrymen are 


proverbially honest, that is allowing 
rather too much latitude, as ha.^ 
sometimes transpired, lx>th in mat- 
ters of love and lucre. I notice that 
they never work that way with any 
but foreigners' letters, the Mexicans 
themselves being more carefully 
served from pigeonholes alphabetic- 
ally arranged. 


Whether this distinction is made 


because they are unwilling to take 
extra trouble for "outside barba 
rians" or because they know too 
well their own little peculiarities is 
a matter of conjecture. 


The laws against opening other 


people's letters are even more severe 
in ^Mexico than in England, but they 
are enforced only among those of 
Mexican birth, and foreigners need 
expect no redress there for wrongs 
of this kind, no matter how SCTIOUS.

Red Men Were Out in Full 


Force Last Night. 


TEIBE 23 IS INSTALLED. 


A number of citizens met last even- 


Ing in the upper assembly room at 
tbe court house to hear tbe report of 
Judge Robb on ibe interview which 
be bad with tbe executive committee 
of tbe American Straw Board com- 
pany last Muaday, in Chicago, rela- 
tive to tbe purchase of the Refiner 
property for C , H. & D. shop pur- 
puses. 


Judge Robb said, in part, the exec- 


utive committee's proposition was 
that they would sell the property for 
nothing less than 120,000, which was 
an exorbitant price. Not over two 
of the committee were familiar with 
tne property. He to!d the commit- 
tee that lots in that part of the city 
were worth cot over 8300, and that 
there were not over six or seven avail- 
able building lots in the desired tract 
of land—that the remainder were de 
sirable for manufacturing purposes 
only. North of the shops an abun 
dance of land couid be purchased for 
•100 to i">00 an acre. He told them 
that in his estimation the entire 
plant, with the land, was worth not 


er $5,000, and he felt that it was 


impossible both to raise tbe amount 
of money that the railroad company 
asked and to purchase the property 
at the price i-he Straw Board company 
asked Tor it. 
He said that he bad 


consulted concerning tbe affair with 
Mr. Richie, who bad gone to New 
York, and who would speak to Gen 
Thomas, the president of the Straw 
Board company, concerning the mat- 
ter.. Tbe Judge said he believed 
here was one means by which the 
ground cuuld be had at its appraised 
valae, and tbat was by condemnation 
proceedings. He believed the C., H. 
& D. could condemn the ground and 
secure it at an bonest p-ice 
He had 


looked np the statute and found that 
railroads could condemn land for de- 
pots, tracks, workshops, roundhouses 
and switches 
He thought tbe pro- 


visions of the statuses would be ap- 
plicable to this case. 


A portion of tbe ground was re 


served for track and a portion for 
shops. The Increased business of the 
road demands that more grounds t><- 
bad on which to extend and enlarge 
their shops which at present are in- 
adequate. 
He asked Mr Cory if it 


would be possible for tbe shops to be 
moved still further north. 


Mr. Cory Believed tbat sucha ques- 


tion would not be entertained. To 
divide or separate the shops would 
not be satisfactory and it would not 
be advisable to nu'gest tbat tbe en- 
tire plant be moved to tbe north. 


15 was tbe opinion of Mr. Wheele' 


tbat it would be well to fiad wtiat 
the railroad would ask in Cisb and 
leave the qu ^stlun of tbe property to 
the railroad itself. 


Mr. Cory suggested that a<? the 


master would have to be brought be- 
fore the general management that a 
committee go to CiaeiaEati and pre- 
sent the condition of afftirs and 
learn what further proposition or 
propositions would be entertained by 
the railroad 


Mr Lowe, who was a'., Cblcago last 


Monday and who met with the exec- 
utive committee of the Straw Board 
company after Judge Rabb had had 
his inter-> isw, reported that he alsr 
was unable to secure from the com 
mttiee any further proposition con- 
cerning the sale of the Heffaer prop- 
erty. 


Mr C. D Crises was of the opinion 


that, the best thing to do was to seed 
a committee of five citizsns to Cin- 
cinnati at the earliest oppjrtunity to 
coceutt with General Manager Waldo 
and General Superintendent R. B 
Turner. 


A motion to that eff-ct was carried 


and Judge Robb was instructed to 
select tbe committee, which will 
probably leave for Cincinnati Monday 
morning.
